Yer with the 
assistance of the memories of the older 
citizens of the town now living, and 
records of early history, the commit- 
tee has prepared this review of the 
town of North English, Iowa. 

People who came before us are sel- 
dom though: of; to many of us, they 
are jusc names, yellowing in family 
Bibles, in histories, or mossy epitaphs 
in surrounding cemeteries. But they 
were once real and alive as shown in 
a century of progress. Those people 
came into the wilderness of wild for- 
ests and dreary plains to make a set- 
tlement in 1854. 

The first settler, Michae! B. Vincent, 
looking for a favorable place to lo- 
cate, settled on the present site of the 


old town. 
For a time, the settlement was 
known as Soap Town. This name de-

Ernest Green bought the building 
in later years and in tearing it down 
discovered a well and tunnel leading 
to a cave under the house, which 
showed signs of having been used as 
an “underground railroad,” for run- 
away slaves during Civil War days. 
Achilles Morris, wagon maker; in that 
day all the coffins were made of wal- 
nut lumber by Achilles Morris. 

A somewhat later g-oup of business 
men were Johnny Mowers, shoemaker; 


E. B. McCraken, postmaster; J. H. 


Swope, restaurant; David Thomas, 
store; James Lockridge and Ira Smith, 
firs furniture dealers, and Mr. Lock- 
ridge for many years made coffins of 
walnut lumber. In later years Mr. 


Lockridge worked ac the carpenter 
trade. Many of the houses in the new 
town were built by him. Hugh 


Fluckey, hardware and blacksmith; 
James Dowding, jeweler, he occupied 
a corner of the post office. 

In 1856 North English was a town 
of about 100 citizens, one store, one 
blacksmith shop, two saw mills, one 
doctor, and about twenty dwellings. 
Other established businesses in the old 
town were W. E. Thomas, G. W. 
Moore and Poke Williams, merchants; 
Dr. Cameron, I, I. Nicola, Ira White, 
druggists. 

We will let North English sleep a 
few years and.come down to a Jater 
date. 

The shift from the “old town’ to 
the “new town” began when the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee, and St. Paul Rail- 
road was built 1884. The first 
building was erected by Curry & 
Evans on Main Street.

Others followed while some refused 
to depart from the “old town” and 
thus the old town and the new town 
feud had its beginning. 

Many business houses were moved 
from the old town to the new town.

One of the most popular business 
men in early days was Sammy Billings- 
ley and his wife, Bessie, who operated 
a grocery store where the Mahannah 
furniture store is now located. 
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This history would not be complete 
without mentioning Sammy’s sense of 
humor and his love for children. 
Every child in or near North English 
knew Sammy and always bought candy 
at his store where they received a gen- 
erous amount for a penny. 

The schools were closed for his fun- 
eral as he was a friend to all the 
school children. Sammy loved to 
hunt and was often seen taking off to 
the country with dog and gun for a 
day’s hunt.

NORTH ENGLISH 
IS PROUD OF 
SCHOOL HISTORY 


North English takes great pride in 
her schools. The first building was a 
one-room building located on a hill 
where Mrs. Minnie Roller now resides 
east of the cemetery. Charles Lurton 
was the firse teacher, 

Later a two-room building was built 
west of the Christian Church. John 
Sparks and Susan Rhodes were the 
first teachers. In 1886 an additional 
two rooms were added, the school was 
graded, and a course of study adopted. 
Clarence McCracken was principal, as- 
sisted by Mrs. J. OD. Butler, Allie 
Thomas, and Dora McCracken. 

In 1894 the grade building, a frame 
tructure was erected at a cost of 
$10,000. C. E. Fleming was the first 
superintendent. This building is siil} 
in use. 

In 1912 the high school brick build- 
ing was built at a cost of $25,000. G. 
A. Yoakum was superintendent at this 
time. 

The gymnasium was built in 1940; 
Melvin McCurdy was superintendent. 

In 1953 a much needed grade build- 
ing due to larger enrollments, was 
built at a cost of $85,000.

The Christian Church is the old- 
est, established church in the town 
of North English. 

William Springer and Elisha 
Scott came to the community and 
preached for the people. The Ed- 
die Ha‘'l home west of town, where 
the John Feldaverds now reside 
and the Chancy Clothier home 
northeast of town, now the Mar) 
Wallace farm, were used _ for 
church meeting places. The Christ- 
ian church was organized on Aug~ 
ust 3, 1856. The people grew in 
number and had hopes of a per- 
manent house of worship. 

First Church Building 

The first building was a brick 
structure 28 by 39 feet built on 
the present site in 1860 at a cost 
of $400.00. The bricks were made 
by hand by E. J. Smith, north of 
town on Gritter creek. 

The timbers. were sawed at a 
mill located west of town. Dona- 
tions of wheat and other produce 
was hauled to Iowa City and 
Washington, where it was sold and 
window glass, nails and other 
building materials, which could 
not be made at home, were pur- 
chased. 

The first seats were slabs. of 
wood, and after a few years the 
seats were of wo .d planks and 
these were painted. When the 
buliding was complete? William 
Springer and Elisha Scott 
ducted a revival meeting and this 
resulted In many confessions and 
give impetus to the new church.

The seating was limited and 
sometimes it became necessary to 
take the spring seats from the wa- 
gons into the church to accommo- 
ate the congregation. 

Some Other Firsts 

Mrs. Roy Leeds organized the 
first Dorcas Society in 1922. The 
purpose of the organization was to 
assist in every good work of the 
church. 

In the reorganization of the 
women’s work, the missionary So- 
ciety and the Dorcas Circle were 
united into one organization in 
1950, the Christian Women's Fel- 
lowship.

The pulpit was 
changed from the east to the north 
side and a baptistry was placed 
beneath it. The old brick build- 
ing was torn down June 1, 1889 
and the new frame church was 
dedicated December 22, 1889. 

New Church - 1910 

The congregation outgrew the 
frame building. In 1910 the pres- 
ent brick building was erected at 
a cost of $10,045.00. The frame 
building was torn down in August, 
1910 and the new building was - 
dedicated on April 9, 1911. The 
pastor of the church at the time of 
the building program was Rev. 
Frank W. Sutton, now residing in 
Mount Pleasant, Iowa.

As a first step, then, on February 
13, 1890, the Reverend Swartz organ- 
ized “The Ladies Aid Society of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church of North 
English,” a society to which “Any fe- 
male of good moral character” could 
belong. 51 “females” became charter 
members, and more joined later.

On September 10, 1890, this new so- 
ciety voted to pay the Parsonage 
Building Committee the sum of $50.00 
and “to allow Reverend Swartz 50c 
per window for procuring blinds for 
parsonage.” In line with the long- 
range planning, the parsonage was lo- 
cated nearly three blocks from the 
church, and, in ics flat-roofed, three- 
storied, bulky magnificence must have 
been pointed to with pride by its 
builders. Needless to say, the Swartz 
family became the first occupants of 
the new parsonage, and the Reverend 
Swartz the town’s first resident Meth- 
odist pastor. 

The Reverend J. R. Paeak came in 
1896. In the interim J. F. Barnett 
and C. R. Zimmerman were pastors: 
“hard-times,” the incorporation of the 
town in 1892 and the building of a 
new school house in 1894 monopolized 
public attention and private funds. 
But the Ladies’ Aid Society kept irs 
eye on the Goal, and early in 1894 
paid $50.00 on the four lots chosen 
for the new church sire, lots serategi- 
cally located with reference to the Old 
and the New town, and almost beside 
the new parsonage, fronting on the 
same street. On August 12, 1897, this 
Society voted $96.00 for a first pay-

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Carter, Iowa, Thrived 
Before Milwaukee 
Railroad Came 


Very few people remember that a 
town named Carter, Iowa, once flour- 
ished east of North English, located 
on what is now the John Kirkpatrick 
farm. 

The Carter postoffice came into be- 
ing in the ’70’s, located about four 
miles northeast of North English, >r 
one mile south of Yankee Point 
school. Carter boasted a number of 
dwellings, a grist mill owned by God- 
frey Knipfer, a general store owned by 
John Ryan, and a blacksmith shop 
operated by Ed Wilson. The post- 
office was in the store. 


One of 


The grist mill was the important 
thing at that time, and the milling 
business was really a big thing because 
everyone had to depend on the loca! 
mills for their flour. The farmers 
raised wheat, and the farmers as well 
as the town folks, got their flour from 
the mills. This one was known as the 
Knipfer mill or Fillmore mill, as it 
was located in Fillmore township. 


Through the busy season it ran day 
and night, and shut down only to 
sharpen the burrs. There were two 
stone burrs. One was used for wheat 
only, the other for corn, buckwheat 
and oats. Each burr consisted of 2 
circular stones about seven feet across; 
the bottom stone was set in the floor 
permanently. The top stone about 18 
inches thick was set on top of the 
lower stone and could be raised or 


the most popular entries in the parade was the Coon Hunt 
entry of Oldfield Implement of Wellman. 


That’s a real coon up 


lowered. The top stone had a hole 
through the center about six inches in 
diameter, and the grain ran through 
this and was ground between the burrs. 
The top stone revolved at great speed. 

There was a water-tight room under 
the mill. The water wheel from which 
emanated the power to run the burrs 
was something like a windmill wheel 
laid flat in this room, and the water 
from the mill race filled the room. 
There was an opening under the 
waterwheel and when it was open the 
water rushed in through the wheel 
causing it to turn, and turning the 
large shaft that ran up into the mill. 
There was a dam across the stream 
(English river), causing the water to 
cun down the mill race and under the 
wheel. 


Carter was quite a community cen- 
ter, and people from the surrounding 
country came here to visit and loaf. 
They had shooting matches, horseshoe 
pitching, crouquet, etc. Frank Knip- 
fer, who told us of Carter, says tha: 
the store sold as high as one thousand 
cigars in a day’s time. Frank’s father, 
Godfrey Knipfer, finally bought the 
store from Mr. Ryan, and his daugh- 
ters tended the store, 

Business was good for several years 
unzil chinetz bugs began to cause wheat 
failures, and merchants began to ship 
in flour from Kansas. 


Then the railroad came through in 
1884, and Parnell came on the map. 
Mr. Knipfer moved his store to Par- 
nell, Ed Wilson quit his blacksmitn 
shop and moved to North English.

North English Men 
Kept Up With Modern 
Transportation 


Great things rise from small begin- 
nings is an old saying. So it is with 


transportation. The change from 


vehicles drawn by oxen and horses to 


_the horseless carriage, created a new 


business in later years. The existence 
of this business dates back to the horse 
drawn gasoline and oil tank wagons; 
the firsts one operated by Bent Ma- 
hannah. Bill Evans, John Whitmore 
and W. R. Hinkley also were in this 
business. 

As automobiles and tractors in- 
creased in numbers the demand for 
gasoline and oils created the building 
of the first service station by Jim Lind- 
sey and Wm. Kalopeck in 1924, 
known as the Neoco Oil Station. Al 
Smith and Sons operate this station 
at the present time. Orher operators 
today are: Jdarry and Glenn Reed, 
Reed Oil Co.; Von’s Service; Uroil 
Products, Theodore Van Auken. 

Transportation today is quite dif- 
ferent from the ox drawn wagons and 
early horse and buggy days. Bicycles 
built for two were quite fashionable in 
the “Gay Nineties.” Many of the 
older people of today recall the first 
automobile in the town about the year 
1904. How we rushed out to see the 
horseless carriage as it passed our 
homes. _

Dusters were also worn 
to keep dust off the clothing as the 
early cars were topless and they stirred 
up a-cloud of dust as they traveled the 
dusty narrow country roads.

Today the town is supplied with 
milk from a modern sanitary dairy 
established by Arthur Carrer in 1950, 

No town in Iowa can boast of a 
more modern equipped dairy than 
“Sun Ray,” having equipment to pas- 
teurize and homogenize milk, and ir 
is delivered in sanitary botrles or car- 
tons by truck daily. 

CREAMERIES 

The first creamery was established 
in May, 1885, by Nichol Brothers and 
S. P. Chiles, across the street from 
where the Catholic Church is now lo- 
cated. 

Cream was hauled in covered wag- 
ons drawn by horses or mules. Oliver 
Swink, grandfather of Don Swink, 
was a cream hauler. Sammy Billings- 
ley and C. B. Butler were butter mak- 
ers. 

The first year the creamery was 
started, 500 pounds of first-class butter 
wes manufactured per day. 

The new modern creamery under 
the name of English Valley Co-opera- 
tive Creamery, was established April 
20, 1931, with O. O. Hauskins man- 
ager and butter maker.

A. Stinson Was . 
First North English 
Newspaper Publisher 


The earliest edition of the North 
English News was put out by Mr. A. 
Stinson in the early ’80’s, then came

editor. He was followed by Dan 
MacMillan, Findley: Duffield, Glenn 
Kirkpatrick, Lois O’Brien. William J. 
Kueneman was editor from 1914 until 
his death in 1944. 

At present the Record is edited by 
Carl Hogendorn assisted by his wife, 
Bertilla. The latest mechanical facil- 
ities make the plant both mechanically 
and editorially a much better news- 
paper for the town and surrounding 
communities, than in early days.
